"I didn't want to, but I had to 
shoot him. I Just had to shoot 
Clennis Abies."

Consolidation of the Labor and 
Commerce Departments Into a 
single new Department of Busi­ 
ness and Labor. 
Outlawing of virtually all wire­ 
tapping and electronic snooping. 
A new civil rights law. 
In national defense, Johnson 
was more specific than any 
otter officials have been when 
he reported that the Soviet Union 
“ has begun to place near Mos­ 
cow a limited anti-missile de­ 
fense.” 
Signaling a major decision to 
avoid, at least for the time be­ 
ing, costly quick development of 
an American antl-ballistic mis­ 
sile, President Johnson said he 
will seek agreement with the 
Soviets “to slow down the arms 
race between us.”

DISAPPEARING CAPITAL PUNISHMENT 
James D. French, a convicted m urderer, was 
electrocuted in the Oklahoma State Prison at 
McAlester on Aug. 10, 1966. As far as the U.S. 
Bureau of Prisons knows, French was the only 
person executed in the United States last year. 
The Bureau’s survey of the 37 states that still 
impose capital punishment is now in progress and 
will not be published until spring. But even if 
a fc.v more executions are reported, the trend 
is clear: 
The death penalty itself is dying. 
Three decades ago, executions were common; 
no fewer than 199 were carried out in 1935. Then 
the number began to decrease, reaching 42 in 
1961 and only 7 in 1965. 
In one of his last of­ 
ficial acts as governor of California, Edmund 
G. Brown on Dec. 28 commuted to life im pri­ 
sonment the death sentences of four m urderers 
in ihe death row of San Quentin Prison. The 
last execution in San Quentin’s gas chamber took 
place almost four years ago. 
In Massachusetts, another capital punishment 
state, no one has been executed in 20 years. 
Charles 
E. 
Tracy, convicted of first-degree 
murder in the killing of a Boston policeman, 
was to have been electrocuted shortly before 
Christmas. 
But Gov. John A. Volpe and his 
Executive Council stayed the sentence until next 
June 14. 
They did so to give the Massachu­ 
setts General Court 'legislature) time to debate 
a bill providing for a one-year moratorium on 
the death penalty. 
In that period the general 
court, which recently convened, would try to 
determine whether capital punishment deters 
capital crimes. 
Participants on both sides of the capital punish­ 
ment controversy quote the same statistics and 
the Bible in attempting to prove their points. 
Arguments of those who would abolish the death 
penalty are based in general on religious and 
moral objections to taking a man’s life. Argu­ 
ments of those who would retain the penalty 
tend to stress the need to protect society against 
injury from evildoers. The debate continues even 
as capital punishment disappears.

The time is long past when we could afford 
to utilize expensive public facilities fur only a 
few hpi*r% * day, 180 dqys a ytW*, Meeting the 
needs of the modern community is a full-time 
job which won’t permit part-time use of valuable 
resources. 
Of course, there is more involved in making 
our 
schools 
neighborhood recreation centers 
than merely unlocking the doors and throwing 
out the balls. 
Someone has to be there to 
organize, supervise and instruct, and there are 
problems of maintenance, insurance, equipment, 
etc. 
Communities which already have adopted this 
approach have discovered that it costs them only 
a few dollars per capita per year. That’s cheap 
when compared to the cost of duplicating the 
trained staffs and 
extensive facilities which 
our schools now employ on a part-time basis.

fice immediately or wait till he 
got back in Washington. Bobby 
Kennedy 
did not reply 
im­ 
mediately. But Deputy Attorney 
General Katzenbach called back 
to advise that Johnson should be 
sworn in immediately. If there 
was a national emergency while 
the plane was in the air, such 
as a missile attack on the United 
States, 
the president was the 
only person, as commander-in- 
chief, who could give the order 
to launch American missiles 
in retaliation. 


Incidentally, 
Johnson 
ad­ 
dressed 
Bobby formally as 
“ General Kennedy” during this 
and other conversations. 
JACKIE’S IRE 
Jackie Kennedy expressed in­ 
dignation in the original version 
of the Manchester book 
that 
Johnson used her husband’s 
plane. However, the plane con­ 
tained secret electronic com­ 
munications equipment which 
only the president could use in 
case of emergency. Johnson had 
flown to Dallas in the 
vice 
presidential plane, but it did 
not carry this equipment. The 
Secret Service had decided that 
he must use Air Force One for 
the return journey in order to 
be able to use this equipment. 
Besides, he was now president. 


After receiving word from the 
Justice Department that 
he 
should be sworn in in Dallas, 
Johnson sent for U.S, District 
Judge Sarah Hughes to admini­ 
ster the oath. 
While he was 
waiting for her to arrive, Ken­ 
nedy’s body was put aboard the 
plane, and Gen. 
McHugh told 
Malcolm Kilduff, press secre­ 
tary, that Ken 0*Donne 11 wanted 
the plane to take off 
im­ 
mediately. McHugh was quite 
excited. He had rushed through 
the plane looking for Johnson 
and Mrs. Keqpedy, later said

that he had found Mrs. Kennedy 
kneeling beside her dead hus­ 
band while Johnson was in the 
washroom changing his clothes.

“ Did he smile on the plane?”

“ Paternally 
and in sympathy. 
He did his 
best to help Mrs. Kennedy.” 
“ There was an atmosphere of 
bleak silence on the plane going 
back,” said one member of the 
Johnson staff. “ You did not want 
to break the silence by touching 
a typewriter.

Death of course 
was the intruder.”

New York; — The host, po­ 
tentially with the most, in this 
pivotal state is the ever re st­ 
less, one-man whirlwind, sil­ 
ver-haired Harry (Four-Hour- 
Day) Van Arsdale. 
He leads 
a million unionists whom Nel­ 
son Rockefeller, in a private 
letter, described as a “ major 
factor in my being re-elected 
governor.” 
But now Van Arsdale has in­ 
vited Hubert H. Humphrey to 
luncheon. 
“ Van,” the Vice 
President and the city’s most 
powerful labor leaders will ga­ 
ther behind closed doors at the 
Waldorf Astoria on Jan. 19. 
And there is far more here 
than meets the palate or the 
political eye. 
The initiated consider this the 
beginning of the ebullient Vice 
President’s 
counter-offensive 
against all those being dis­ 
cussed as his potential re ­ 
placements. 
To the initiated, it is signifi­ 
cant that the luncheon will take 
place deep in the heart of Sen. 
Bob Kennedy’s bailwick. 
It is significant that the jun­ 
ior senator ha% not been invited. 
These labor men are not overly 
fond of Mr. Kennedy, nor he of 
them. 
It is significant that the lunch­ 
eon will mark the clasping of 
hands, in traditional labor sym­ 
bolism, of two powerful union 
forces — the so-called old- 
line construction unionists who 
have always rewarded their 
friends (and punished their ene­ 
mies) and the militant, politic­ 
ally avant-garde force which 
is philosophically dedicated to 
operating an organized party. 
Rarely have they been united. 
Now they appear to be — though 
the Van Arsdale bloc backed 
Republican Governor Rockfel- 
ler and the militants, such as 
the ladies’ garment workers, 
ran an independent candidate. 
This show of unity behind the 
embattled 
Vice 
President 
therefore 
is unprecedented, 
with the exception of 1964. 
There is an elan about all this 
which is characterized by the 
ladies’ garment workers’ pres­ 
ident Louis stulberg who, like 
his predecessor, the legendary 
David Dubinsky, is emotionally 
as well as politically tied to 
“ Hubert,” the man they found 
and made. 
“Recently I told Hubert,” said 


Stulberg, “ what we think of him 
—wherever destiny leads him, 
he will find us alongside him, 
because it is our fight he is 
making.” 
At a recent banquet Vice Pres­ 
ident Humphrey took his place 
card and wrote a note to Dubin­ 
sky saying, “ You’re a great 
American.” 
Dubinsky made it 
quite plain the sentiment was 
reciprocated. 
Now we find the Stulbergs and 
the Van Arsdales joining in a 
closed, but obvious, luncheon 
conference between the Vice 
President, some of his aides 
and the leaders of the million- 
member City Central Labor 
Council headed by Van Ars­ 
dale. 
Obviously it is a retort to 
those who hope to have the 
Vice President “ dumped” by 
undermining him with reports 
to Lyndon Johnson that “ HHH” 
had lost liberal, labor and in­ 
tellectual support. 
Certainly 
a million unionsts in one city 
is labor support and certainly 
the presence of stulberg, a 
major force inside the Liber­ 
al Party, is reflective of in­ 
tellectual and liberal support. 
But there is even more sig­ 
nificance to this gathering than 
testament in reply to those who 
are urging Arthur Goldberg or 
Bob Kennedy on President John­ 
son in *68. 
Many see the Van Arsdale ac­ 
tion as a rejection of the theory 
that strong sections of labor 
will stay with the Republicans 
throughout 
the 
Presidential 
election. After Mr. Rockefeller 
won, 
Van 
Arsdale told this 
newsman that, “ The people of 
this state won a great victory 
by re-electing Nelson Rocke­ 
feller.” 
But now it appears that, at 
least in New York, the labor 
men who backed statewide GOP 
candidates against the Demo­ 
crats are shying from bolster­ 
ing them nationally. 
Of course it could lie that, 
being scientific politicians, the 
labor leaders are playing deep 
In both fields. 
But there can 
be no doubt that the luncheon 
and the testimonials which will 
be voiced will be a positive dem­ 
onstration of their intention to 
back Hubert Humphrey against 
other Democratic contenders. 
And that they want Mr. Johnson 
to know it. 
That’s what makes Van A rs­ 
dale the host with the most onv 
the political ball for the mo-* 
ment.

tinuing advances in technology 
and equipment acquisition. The 
railroad should be reasonably 
well during the first six months 
of 1967, too, but it is doubtful 
if any gains will approximate 
the rate achieved during 1966. 
Freight traffic volume 
in 
1966 probably will exceed 750 
billion 
ton - miles, 
an all- 
time high, while 
the average 
amount received for carrying 
one ton of freight 
one mile 
probably will decline to about 
one and one fourth cents, 
the 
lowest 
level since the 
late 
1940's. This trend reflects the 
increasing 
carriage 
by unit 
train 
and larger 
cars of 
more 
and more commodities. 
I would expect the ton.m ilerate 
to bottom out very near the one 
and 
one quarter cents figure 
during the first six months of 
1967. 
After record capital expendi­ 
tures of about $1.7 billion in 
1966,

They 
will, however, provide 
em­ 
ployees with a level of wages 
that should make railroad ca­ 
reers even more attractive, es­ 
pecially to the talented young 
people we need. 
Understandably, 
wage 
in­ 
creases of this scope place even 
grater premium on increased 
railroad efficiency, which must 
be obtained through improved 
technology 
and management 
methods. While greater tech­ 
nological 
strides have 
been 
made by the railroad industry 
m recent years, we may ex­ 
pect to see such effort intensi­ 
fied 
in 1967 
and subsequent 
years. 
The 
wage 
increases 
bring 
great pressures to bear upon 
the freight rate structure. I am 
confident 
every effort will be 
made by the industry to hold 
the line 
on rates. But this 
may be impossible, especially 
if 
freight traffic volume does 
not 
increase 
during 
1967. 
My feeling is that it will not 
increase in the over - all; gains 
in certain traffic categories 
will be offset by reductions in 
others. 


Although 
equipment 
pur­ 
chases and construction will be 
at a modestly reduced 
level, 
specialized cars being 
of- 


fered shippers will contribute 
significantly to greater over-all 
transportation efficiency. 


The considerable problem of 
tailoring 
railroad 
passenger 
service 
to det reusing public 
usage, and of finding ways to 
coj>e with steadll.v Increasing 
per passenger costs of opera­ 
tion, will continue . to tax the 
ingenuity of railroad manage­ 
ment during 
1967. Although 
recording a traffic surge dur­ 
ing the airline strike of last 
sum m er, railroad 
;xissenger- 
miles for 1967 
may be 
ex­ 
pected to fall below 1.3 
bil­ 
lion, 
less than the level of 
passenger business during the 
depression years of the 1930*s. 


Summing 
up, 
during 
the 
first six months of 1967, freight 
traffic can be expected to be at 
or near the same level of 
the 
first six months of 1966. Pas­ 
senger traffic will decline 
3 
per cent or more. Net income 
should drop from 
2 to 5 per 
cent, depending upon 
traffic 
factors for the particular rail­ 
road. 


The major problem 
facing 
the industry 
in 1967 will 
be 
higher wage costs. Additional­ 
ly, loss of the 7 per cent tax 
credit and the threat of a tax 
increase will have a 
bearish 
effect 
on railroad 
results. 
There will be great pressures 
for a freight rate increase as a 
result 
of higher wage costs, 
and it is doubtful 
if even se­ 
lective rate increases can be 
avoided. The increasingly high 
cost 
of 
o;>erating passenger 
trains, coupled with declining 
public use of them, will force 
further reduction in passenger 
train operations. 


The industry, however, 
has 
made great strides in tech­ 
nology and management exper­ 
tise in recent years and ts be- 
ter 
utile to cope witli current 
trends than perhaps at any time 
in recent years.

The new budget, he said, will 
project spending of $135 billion, 
revenues of $126.9 billion, and a 
deficit of $8.1 billion. 
For the current year, he said

1. 
Rememb er that a child 
is a gift from God, the richest 
of all b lessings. Do not at­ 
tempt to mold him in the image 
of y our neighb or. Each child 


is an individual and should b e 
permitted to b e himself. 
2. Don't crush a child’s spirit 
when he flails. 
And 
never 
compare him with others who 
have outshone him. 
3. Rememb er that anger and 
hostility are natural emotions. 
Help y our child to find socially 
acceptab le outlets tor 
these 
normal feelings or they may b e 
turned inward and erupt. 
4. Discipline y our child with 
firmness and reason. 
Don't 
let y our anger throw y ou off 
b alance. If he knows y ou are 
fair y ou will not lose his re­ 
spect or his love. And make 
sure the punishment 
fits the 
crime. 
5. Rememb er that each child 
needs two parents. Present a 
wited front. Never join with 
y our child against y our mate. 
Hits can create emotional con­ 
flicts in y our child as well as 
in y ourself. 
6. 
Do not hand y our child 
every thing his little 
heart 
desires. Permit him to know 
the thrill of earning and the 
Joy of deserving. Grant him the 
greatest of all satisfactions — 
the pleasure that comes with 
personal achievement.

This 
is a difficult role to play 24 
hours a day . You will find it 
easier to

NEW YORK (AP) — Presi- 
dent Johnson’s State of the Un­ 
ion message was criticized by 
civil rights leaders during a na­ 
tionwide discussion of the ad­ 
dress over the National Educa­ 
tional Television network. 
For the first time, 75 educa­ 
tional stations throughout the 
country carried a live hookup of 
the State of the Union message. 
After the address, civil rights 
leaders, economists,historians 
and 
others 
expressed thetr 
views. 
Walter 
W. Heller, former 
head of the President’s Council 
of Economic Advisers, said the 
proposed six per cent tax sur­ 
charge is “ sensible and well 
within the capacity of the coun­ 
try.” 
Heller wondered, however, if 
the President had left sufficient 
“options” 
open to withdraw 
from the tax boost “ if the econ­ 


omy 
softens 
more than he 
thinks and is not in good shape 
at midyear.” 
George F. Kennan, diplomat 
ami critic of American involve­ 
ment in Vietnam, praised the 
President for advocating warm­ 
er relations with the Soviet Un­ 
ion — for “ getting rid of the 
harsh spirit of the cold war.” 
F o r m e r Undersecretary 
George W. Ball expressed sur­ 
prise that the President put 
the question of Soviet relations 
“ squarely up to the Congress,” 
which is considering the ratifi­ 
cation of the treaty to establish 
consul offices throughout the 
country.

discussing

war, the Chief Executive voiced 
little optimism.

It was difficult for anyone in the news room to 
believe that she was 81.

So her death comes as a shock. 
Our people 
had not known that she was ill. 
The other shocking aspect about her death is 
that no one in the news room recalls ever 
having seen Miss Latimer. 
Everyone has experienced taking a news story 
from her over the phone. 
Miss Latimer was a dedicated news gatherer 
and 
held in 
affection by her fellow

gatherers for her devotion to her work, ac­ 
curate attention to detail and the spirit she 
approached her job and the every day demands 
of living. 
Every one of us hopes that at age 81 he will 
have some of her spark and living zest.

DISAPPEARING CAPITAL PUNISHMENT 
James D. French, a convicted murderer, was 
electrocuted in the Oklahoma State Prison at 
McAlester on Aug. 10, 1966. As far as the U.S. 
Bureau of Prisons knows, P'rench was the only 
person executed in the United States last year. 
The Bureau’s survey of the 37 states that still 
impose capital punishment is now in progress and 
will not be published until spring. But even if 
a fe.v ...:ore executions are reported, the trend 
is clear: 
The death penalty itself is dying. 
Three decades ago, executions were common; 
no fewer than 199 were carried out in 1935. Then 
the number began to decrease, reaching 42 in 
1961 and only 7 in 1965. 
In one of his last of­ 
ficial acts as governor of California, Edmund 
G. Brown on Dec. 28 commuted to life impri­ 
sonment the death sentences of four murderers 
in the death row of San Quentin Prison. The 
last execution in San Quentin’s gas chamber took 
place almost four years ago. 
In Massachusetts, another capital punishment 
state, no one has been executed in 20 years. 
Charles 
P.. 
Tracy, convicted of first-degree 
murder in the killing of a Boston policeman, 
was to have been electrocuted shortly before 
Christmas. 
But Gov. John A. Yolpe and his 
Executive Council stayed the sentence until next 
June 14. 
They did so to give the Massachu­ 
setts General Co.ir . 'legislature) time to debate 
a bill providing for a one-year moratorium on 
the death penalty. 
In that period the general 
court, which recently convened, would try to 
determine whether capital punishment deters 
capital crim es. 
Participants on both sides of the capital punish­ 
ment controversy quote the same statistics and 
the Bible in attempting to prove their points. 
Arguments of those who would abolish the death 
penalty are based in general on religious and 
moral objections to taking a man’s life. Argu­ 
ments of those who would retain the penalty 
tend to stress the need to protect society against 
injury from evildoers. The debate continues even 
as capital punishment disappears.

WINTER VACATIONS 
A winter vacation in Florida or California 
once was a luxury reserved for the rich. To­ 
day, however, jet planes and reasonably priced 
package tours have enabled hundreds of thou­ 
sands of Americans to get away from snow and 
smog during the cold months. And while Florida 
find California remain as popular as ever, more 
and more winter vacationists are heading for the 
Caribbean, Europe, South America and Africa. 
Last winter, about 600,000 Americans traveled 


to the Caribbean islands for varying lengths oi 
time. 
Bookings to date this winter indicate 
that the Caribbean tourist traffic will mount to 
700,000. 
Pan Am has scheduled 81 round trips 
a week from New' York and the East Coast to 
San Juan, Puerto Rico, as against 70 round trips 
a year ago. 
Vacations in more distant countries also are 
gaining in popularity. 
A 10-day tour of Israel, 
including round-trip economy jet air fare, hotels, 
and three days of sightseeing (but no meals), 
costs less than $500. 
Swissair is offering a 
variety of 15- to 21-day tours of southern Europe, 
the Middle East, or Alpine ski resorts for prices 
ranging from $400 to $800. 
Transatlantic air 
fare, transfers, tips, taxes and most meals are 
included. 
No matter how specialized the taste, a travel 
agency will cater to it. 
One of the more un­ 
usual package tours of the 1966-67 w inter season 
is designed specifically for devotees 
of gar­ 
dening. For $4,400, the amateur or professional 
horticulturist can fly around the world in 50 
days, visiting noted gardens in such places as 
Casablanca, Nairobi, Mauritius, Perth, Christ­ 
church and Tahiti. 
It might seem difficult to 
find enough people interested in taking such a 
tour. But a round-the-world flight for the same 
price, announced last May, was sold out 
in 
five weeks.

Occasionally the process of evolution does leave 
some stone unturned, thus giving rise to those 
quaint misfits which remind us of another age. 
A few of the more striking examples are the 
duckbilled platypus, San Francisco’s cable cars, 
Casey Stengel and movies the whole family can 
see. A less happy example is our public school 
system. 
With their six- or seven-hour schedules and 
three-month 
vacations our 
schools still are 
geared to the agricultural economy of the 19th 
century, when pupils doubled as farmhands. The 
President’s Council on Physical Fitness points 
out the waste involved in this system in urging 
communities to open up their school sports and 
fitness facilities for after-hours and summer 
use. 
It also indicates a logical place to begin 
making more efficient use of an $85 billion 
physical plant. 
Why shouldn’t the residents of a community 
use the gymnasiums, 
tennis courts, playing 
fields, running tracks, activity rooms and swim­ 
ming pools (if they have them) of the schools 
which they build and support with their 
tax 
dollars? All of us - young and old alike - could 
use the facilities which would be added to its 
resources for recreation. 
The time is long past when we could afford 
to utilize expensive public facilities for only a 
few hours u day, 180 days a year,, Meeting the 
needs of the modern community is a full-time 
job which won’t permit part-time use of valuable 
resources. 
Of course, there is more involved in making 
our 
schools 
neighborhood recreation centers 
than merely unlocking the doors and throwing 
out the balls. 
Someone has to be there to 
organize, supervise and instruct, and there are 
problems of maintenance, insurance, equipment, 
etc. 
Communities which already have adopted this 
approach have discovered that it costs them only 
a few' dollars per capita per year. That’s cheap 
when compared to the cost of duplicating the 
trained staffs and 
extensive facilities which 
our schools now employ on a part-time basis.

NEW YORK (AP) — Curb­ 
stone comments of a pavement 
Plato: 
There is an easy way to solve 
the crowded feeling that has 
resulted from the human pop­ 
ulation explosion. The answer is 
to breed miniature people. 
The first step, as a matter of 
fact, already has been taken. 
Babies in most civilized coun- 
tries today, as a result of medi­ 
cal advice to mothers, weigh at 
birth at least a pound less on 
the average than they did a gen­ 
eration or two ago. 
A mother in 1900 somehow felt 
she had cheated her husband if 
she delivered a baby that didn’t 
bump the scales beyond the 8- 
pound mark. Today her doctor 
praises a mother if she keeps 
her infant down to seven pounds. 
The trouble is what happens 
thereafter. The sm aller babies 
of today, thanks to vitamins and 
oetter nutrition generally,grow 
up to be taller and heavier than 
their fathers and their grandfa­ 
thers. That's why they crowJ 
the world. 
The growing problem is how 
to use available space more ef­ 
ficiently. Scientists are well 
aware of this fact. Through the 
miniaturization of parts they 
have been able to make sm aller 
machines that have more output 
than larger machines formerly 
did. 


As man tends more and more 
to ape the machines he creates, 
that probably will turn out to be 
the 
human answer to over­ 
crowding, too. Since the earth 
itself can hardly be enlarged, 
what better solution to the pop- 
ulation problem can there be 
than the miniaturization of peo­ 
ple? 
For some time the secret 
ideal of most men has been to 
be six feet tall and weigh some- 
where between 180 and 200 
pounds. Such a man would have 
a brain weighing about three 
pounds. 


This ideal must be destroyed. 
It is out of date. 
I would say the ideal man of 
the future should have a five- 
pound brain, stand three feet 
tall, and weigh about 75pounds. 
Since women by then will still 
be insisting on being even more 
equal than men, I would say the 
ideal 
woman 
of the 
future 
should have a four-pound brain 
—more than ample for her ev­ 
eryday needs -- stands 3 feet 6 
inches, weigh 100 pounds, and 
be broad enough so that the 
ideal man would hide safely be- 
hind her skirts incase of sudden 
attack.

(Editor’s note - The book “ The 
Death of a President” gives the 
Kennedy side of the differences 
between 
the Kennedy and the 
Johnson families following John 
F. 
Kennedy’s 
assassination. 
Drew Pearson was in Dallas on 
the day of the tragedy and in 
today’s column 
endeavors to 
give the other side of the story. 
WASHINGTON - I was in Dallas 
on the tragic day President Ken­ 
nedy was assassinated. 
Since 
that time Jack Anderson and I 
have talked to various members 
of 
the 
Kennedy and Johnson 
staffs in order to get the facts 
regarding the friction and bit­ 
terness which William Man­ 
chester reports developed be­ 
tween Mrs. Jackie Kennedy and 
President Johnson. 
Unquestionably there was fric­ 
tion. 
Bitterness 
developed 
during the tense moments after 
the assassination. 
However, 
the Manchester book tells only 
one side of the story. 
Here is part of the 
other 
side; 
F irst, friction occurred with 
the coroner in Dallas. Kenneth 
O'Donnell, secretary to Ken­ 
nedy, and Brig. Gen. Godfrey 
McHugh, his air force aide, 
had been entrusted with the job 
of getting the body back 
to 
Washington. 
But the coroner 
refused to release it until he 
held an inquest. 
Finally O'Donnell and McHugh 
prevailed upon him. Then they 
had trouble with a Dallas city 
ordinance against carrying 
a 
casket in an ambulance. They 
had purchased a casket but found 
it was necessary to get a hearse. 
It took about an hour to over­ 
come local red tape and drive 
Kennedy’s l)ody to the waiting 
airplane. 
Meanwhile, 
Air Force One, 
the presidential plane, had been 
waiting for 
Kennedy's 
body. 
This delay was on the personal 
order of the new president, and 
contrary to the wishes of the 
Secret Servire, 
Emery Roberts of the Secret 
Service staff had ordered the 
plane to take off immediately. 
The Secret Service had no idea, 
in the confusion of Kennedy's 
death, as to whether there was 
a widespread plot against both

the president and the 
vice 
president and felt the new presi­ 
dent would be safer in the air 
en route to Washington. 
But Johnson ordered the plane 
to 
wait for Kennedy’s body. 
Meanwhile he telephoned Robert 
F. 
Kennedy,

attorney 
general, in Washington to ask 
for a legal opinion as to whether 
he should take the oath of of­ 
fice immediately or wait till he 
got back in Washington. Bobby 
Kennedy 
did 
not reply 
im­ 
mediately. But Deputy Attorney 
General Katzenbach called back 
to advise that Johnson should be 
sworn in immediately. If there 
was a national emergency while 
the plane was in the air, such 
as a missile attack on the United 
States, 
the president was the 
only person, as commander-in- 
chief, who could give the order 
to launch American missiles 
in retaliation. 


Incidentally, 
Johnson 
ad­ 
dressed 
Bobby formally as 
“ General Kennedy” during this 
and other conversations. 
JACKIE’S IRE 
Jackie Kennedy expressed in­ 
dignation in the original version 
of the Manchester book 
that 
Johnson 
used 
her husband’s 
plane. However, the plane con­ 
tained secret electronic com­ 
munications 
equipment which 
only the president could use in 
case of emergency. Johnson had 
flown to Dallas in the 
vice 
presidential plane, but it did 
not carry this equipment. The 
Secret Service had decided that 
he must use Air Force One for 
the return journey in order to 
be able to use this equipment. 
Besides, he was now president. 


After receiving word from the 
Justice Department that 
he 
should be sworn in in Dallas, 
Johnson sent for U.S. District 
Judge Sarah Hughes to admini­ 
ster the oath. 
While he was 
waiting for her to arrive, Ken­ 
nedy’s body was put alioard the 
plane, and Gen. 
McHugh told 
Malcolm Kilduff, press secre­ 
tary, that Ken O’Donnell wanted

Powerful Labor Bloc Backs 
Hubert Humphrey Against Rob­ 
e rt Kennedy on Vice Presiden­ 
cy 
New York: -- The host, po­ 
tentially with the most, in this 
pivotal state is the ever re st­ 
less, one-man whirlwind, sil­ 
ver-haired Harry (Four-H our- 
Day) Van Arsdale. 
He leads 
a million unionists whom Nel­ 
son Rockefeller, in a private 
letter, described as a “ major 
factor in my being re-elected 
governor.” 
But now Van Arsdale has in­ 
vited Hubert H 
Humphrey to 
luncheon. 
“ Van,” the Vice 
President and the city’s most 
powerful labor leaders will ga­ 
ther behind closed doors at the 
Waldorf Astoria on Jan. 19. 
And there is far more here 
than meets the palate or the 
political eye. 
The initiated consider this the 
beginning of the ebullient Vice 
President’s 
counter-offensive 
against all those being dis­ 
cussed as his potential re ­ 
placements. 
To the initiated, it is signifi­ 
cant that the luncheon will take 
place deep in the heart of Sen. 
Bob Kennedy’s bailwick. 
It is significant that the jun­ 
ior senator has not been invited. 
These labor men are not overly 
fond of Mr. Kennedy, nor he of 
them. 
It is significant that the lunch­ 
eon will mark the clasping of 
hands, in traditional labor sym ­ 
bolism, of two powerful union 
forces -- the so-called old- 
line construction unionists who 
have 
always

Vice 
President 
therefore 
Is 
unprecedented, 
with 
the 
exception of 1964. 
There 1s an elan about all this 
which is characterized by the 
ladies’ trarment workers’ pres­ 
ident Louis Stulberg who, like 
his predecessor, the legendary 
David Dublnsky, is emotionally 
as well as politically tied to 
“ Hubert,” the man they found 
and made. 
“ Recently I told Hubert,” said 


Stulberg, “ what we think of him 
—wherever destiny leads him, 
he will find us alongside him, 
because it is our fight he is 
making.” 
At a recent banquet Vice P res­ 
ident Humphrey took his place 
card and wrote a note toDubin- 
sky saying, “ You’re a great 
Am erican.” 
Dubinsky made it 
quite plain the sentiment was 
reciprocated. 
Now we find the Stulbergs and 
the Van Arsdales joining in a 
closed, but obvious, luncheon 
conference between the Vice 
President, some of his aides 
and the leaders of the million- 
member City Central Labor 
Council headed by Van A rs­ 
dale. 
Obviously it is a retort to 
those who hope to have the 
Vice President “ dumped” by 
undermining him with reports 
to Lyndon Johnson that “ HHH” 
had lost liberal, labor and in­ 
tellectual support. 
Certainly 
a million unionsts in one city 
is labor support and certainly 
the presence of Stulberg, a 
major force inside the Liber­ 
al Party, is reflective of in­ 
tellectual and lit>eral support.

than merely unlocking the doors and throwing 
out the balls. 
Someone has to be there to 
organize, supervise and instruct, and there are 
problems of maintenance, insurance, equipment, 
etc. 
Communities which already have adopted this 
approach have discovered that it costs them only 
a few' dollars per capita per year. That’s cheap 
when compared to the cost of duplicating the 
trained staffs and 
extensive facilities which 
our schools now employ on a part-time basis.

Death of a President” gives the 
Kennedy side of the differences 
between 
the Kennedy and the 
Johnson families following John 
F. 
Kennedy's 
assassination. 
Drew Pearson was in Dallas on 
the day of the tragedy and in 
today's column 
endeavors to 
give the other side of the story, 
WASHINGTON -1 was in Dallas 
on the tragic day President Ken­ 
nedy was assassinated. Since 
that time Jack Anderson and I 
have talked to various members 
of the 
Kennedy and Johnson 
staffs in order to get the facts 
regarding the friction and bit­ 
terness which William Man­ 
chester reports developed be­ 
tween Mrs, Jackie Kennedy and 
President Johnson. 
Unquestionably there was fric­ 
tion. 
Bitterness 
developed 
during the tense moments after 
the assassination. 
However, 
the Manchester book tells only 
OM side of tho story.

First, friction occurred with

And there is far more here 
than meets the palate or the 
political eye. 
The Initiated consider this the 
beginning of the ebullient Vice 
President's 
counter-offensive 
against all those being dis­ 
cussed as his potential re ­ 
placements. 
To the initiated, it is signifi­ 
cant that the luncheon will take 
place deep In the heart of Sen. 
Bob Kennedy's ballwick.

The 
railroad should l>o reasonably 
well during the first six months 
of 1967, too, but it is doubtful 
if any gains will approximate 
the rate achieved during I960. 
Freight traffic volume 
in 
1966 probably will exceed 750 
billion 
ton • miles, 
an all- 
time high, while 
the average 
amount received for carrying 
one ton of freight 
one mile 
probably will decline to about 
one and one fourth cents, 
the 
lowest 
level since the 
late 
1940's. This trend reflects the 
increasing 
carriage 
by unit 
train 
and larger 
cars of 
more 
and more commodities. 
I would expect the ton-milerate 
to bottom out very near the one 
and 
one quarter cents figure 
during the first six months of 
1967. 
After record capital expendi­ 
tures of about $1.7 billion in 
1966, 
I would expect to see a 
decline of about 5 per cent dur­ 
ing 1967, due to the loss of the 
7 per cent tax credit. 


The 
year 
1967 will be an 
important year to the railroad 
industry because of substantial 
wage agreements with the var­ 
ious labor unions. Some already 


have been agreed upon. These 
will increase 
the industry's 
high rate of payment for wages 
and 
fringe 
benefits, 
which 
presently take some 
46 cents 
of each revenue 
dollar. They 
will, however, provide 
em­ 
ployees with a level of wages 
that should make railroad ca­ 
reers even more attractive, es­ 
pecially to the talented young 
people we need. 
Understandably, 
wage 
in­ 
creases of this scope place even 
grater premium on increased 
railroad efficiency, which must 
be obtained through improved 
technology 
and management 
methods. While greater tech­ 
nological 
strides have 
been 
made by the railroad industry 
in recent years, we may ex­ 
pect to see such effort intensi­ 
fied 
in 1967 
and subsequent 
years. 
The 
wage 
increases 
bring 
great pressures to bear upon 
the freight rate structure. I am 
confident 
every effort will be 
made by the industry to hold 
the line 
on rates. But this 
may be impossible, especially 
if 
freight traffic volume does 
not 
increase 
during 
1967. 
My feeling is that it will not 
increase in the over - all; gains 
in certain traffic categories 
will be offset by reductions in 
others. 


Although 
equipment 
pur­ 
chases and construction will be 
at a modestly reduced 
level, 
specialized cars being 
of­ 


fered shippers will contribute 
significantly to greater over-all 
traimportation efficient-y. 


The considerable problem of 
tailoring 
railroad 
passenger 
service 
to det reusing public 
usage, and of finding ways to 
co{>e with steadily increasing 
per passenger costs of opera­ 
tion, will continue.to tax the 
ingenuity of railroad 
manage­ 
ment during 
1967. Although 
recording a traffic surge dur­ 
ing the airline strike of last 
summer, railroad 
jussenger- 
miles for 1967 
may be 
ex­ 
pected to fall below 1.3 
bil­ 
lion, 
less than the level of 
passenger business during the 
depression years of thel930*s. 


Summing 
up, 
during 
the 
first six months of 1967,freight 
traffic can be expected to be at 
or near the same level of 
the 
first six months of 1966. Pas­ 
senger traffic will decline 
3 
per cent or more. Net income 
should drop from 
2 to a per 
cent, depending upon 
traffic 
factors for the particular rail­ 
road. 


The major problem 
facing 
the industry 
in 1967 will 
be 
higher wage costs. Additional, 
ly, loss of the 7 per cent tax 
credit and the threat of 
a tax 
increase will have a 
bearish 
effect 
on railroad 
results. 
There will be great pressures 
for a freight rate increase as a 
result 
of higher wage costs, 
and it is doubtful 
if even se­ 
lective rate increases can be 
avoided. The increasingly high 
cost 
of 
operating i>assenger 
trains, coupled with declining 
public use of them, will force 
further reduction in jvissenger 
train operations. 


The industry, however,

atile to cope with current 
trends than perhaps at any time 
in recent years.

in 1966 and made 
con­ 
tinuing advances in technology 
and equipment acquisition. The 
railroad should be reasonably 
well during the first six months 
of 1967, tot), lait it is doubtful 
if any gains will approximate 
the rate achieved during 1966. 
Freight traffic volume 
iii 
1966 probably will exceed 750 
billion 
ton > miles, 
an all- 
time high, while 
the average 
amount received for carrying 
one ton of freight 
one mile 
probably will decline to about 
one and one fourth cents, 
the 
lowest 
level since the 
late 
1940*s. This trend reflects the 
increasing 
carriage 
by unit 
train 
and larger 
cars of 
more 
and more commodities. 
I would expect the ton-mile rate 
to bottom out very near the one 
and 
one quarter cents figure 
during the first six months of 
1967. 
After record capital expendi­ 
tures of about $1.7 billion in 
1966, 
I would expect to see a 
decline of about 5 per cent dur­ 
ing 1967, due to the loss of the 
7 per cent tax credit. 


The 
year 
1967 will tie an 
important year to the railroad 
industry because of substantial 
wage agreements with the var­ 
ious labor unions.Some a1 ready 


have been agreed upon. These 
will increase 
the industry's 
high rate of payment for wages 
and 
fringe 
benefits, 
which 
presently take some 
46 cents 
of each revenue 
dollar. They 
will, however, provide 
em­ 
ployees with a level of wages 
that should make railroad ca­ 
reers even more attractive, es­ 
pecially to tile talented young 
people we need. 
Understandably, 
wage 
in­ 
creases of this scope place even 
grater premium on increased 
railroad efficiency, which must 
be obtained through improved 
technology 
and management 
methods. While greater tech­ 
nological strides have 
been 
made by the railroad industry 
in recent years, we may ex­ 
pect to see such effort intensi­ 
fied 
in 1967 
and subsequent 
years. 
Tht* 
wage 
increases 
bring 
great pressures to bear upon 
the freight rate structure. I am 
confident 
every effort will be 
made by the industry to hold 
the line 
on rates. But this 
may be impossible, especially 
if 
freight traffic volume does 
not 
increase 
during 
1967. 
My feeling is that it will not 
increase in the over - all; gains 
in certain traffic categories 
will t>e offset by reductions in 
others. 


Although 
equipment 
pur­ 
chases and construction will be 
at a modestly reduced level, 
specialized cars being 
of­ 


fered shippers will contribute 
significantly to greater over-all 
transportation efficiency. 


The considerable problem of 
tailoring 
railroad 
passenger 
service 
to decreasing public 
usage, and of finding ways to 
cope with steadily increasing 
per passenger costs of opera­ 
tion, will continue'to tax the 
ingenuity of railroad manage­ 
ment during 
1967. Although 
recording a traffic surge dur­ 
ing the airline strike of last 
sum m er, railroad 
passenger- 
miles for 1967 
may be 
ex­ 
pected to fall below 1.3 
bil­ 
lion, 
less than the level of 
passenger business during the 
depression years of thel930's. 


Summing 
up, 
during 
the 
first six months of 1967,freight 
traffic can be expected to be at 
or near the same level of the 
first six months of 1966. Pas­ 
senger traffic will decline 
3 
per cent or more. Net income 
should drop from 
2 to 5 per 
cent, depending upon 
traffic 
factors for the particular rail­ 
road. 


The major problem 
facing 
the industry 
in 1967 will 
be 
higher wage costs. Additional­ 
ly, loss of the 7 per cent tax 
credit and the threat of a tax 
increase will have a 
bearish 
effect 
on railroad 
results. 
There will be great pressures 
for a freight rate increase as a 
Result 
of higher wage costs, 
and it is doubtful 
if even se­ 
lective rate increases can be 
avoided. The increasingly high 
cost 
of operating passenger 
trains, coupled with declining 
public use of them, will force 
farther reduction in passenger 
train operations. 


Tile industry, however,
